Christopher Miller and his brother Henry were 
taken prisoners by the Indians when they were 
quite young, and remained with them until thev 
had learned many of tho customs of those w ild 
inhabitants of the forest. They were expert 
hunters, soil laid learned to love the savage free- 
dom of their captors. They were adopted iuto an 
Indian family, and it seemed they were indeed 
much attached to their mode of living, hunting 
and fishing being their chief and almost only em- 
ployment. Finally, Henry began, when aliout 
twenty-four, to think of returning to the white 
settlements) and he mentioned his thought to 
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N. IL HENRY. 

0. Or. Henry fit Co, 
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Christopher, but he would not think of returning

with him; so Henry set off alone, and after muc! 
suffering and privation he reached Kentucky, 
where he lived for several rears; when, in 1794, 
the Indians becoming trouldesoine, an expedition 
was gotten up under Gen. Wayne to chastise 
them. Henrv joined this expedition and set out 
with it. On the march, Gen. Wavne, in order to 
avoid the possibility of an ambuscade, ordered 
( 'apt. Welts to select four rangers to keep in ad- 
vance and reconnoitre the country. 

J he keen judgment of * apt. \\ ells did not fill 
to detect in Ilenrv Miller the verv man for such 
an expedition, and he was accordingly selected. 
I hiring the march, Henry found little to do. no 
Indians l>eing found on the route. On reaching 
Greenville, Gen. WaVtrc. having no intimation as 
to the future intent ions of the subtle foe, deter- 
mined to send out U* plain Wells and his daring 
comrades to capture an Indian, In order that 
thrtr*»gh hjm the plans of the Indian# might be 
discovered. Thev accordingly set out across the 
country, crusting ^t. Mary’s and proceeding tf* 
the Auglaize, they turned up the river for several 
miles, when the keen eyes of the ittfJgars discov- 
cred a smoke. Hitching their horse*, tMm i< : 
little band left two of their i*artv to guard them, 
while the other three, Henry Miller lieingoneof 
them, crept along in the direction of the smoke, 
wliicn they found to ba on un elevated piece of 
open grot) no, sfi'rrofc’Mcd by three Indians en- 
gaged in roasting venison over the fire. 

The}* were now far out of gunshot, and our gal 
lant rangers, discovering a fallen tree behind 
which they tliohght thev could approach in gun- 
! shot of the Indians Undiscovered, retraced their 
steps, and, going around, g** to the fallen tree 
(the top of which was covered vt It fi leaves), be- 
tween them and the enemy. 

They then stole along as lightly and noiseless!) 
as panthers, until they reached the point desired. 
Here their plan was *|uicklv arranged. It w,i> 
agreed that Millerand one of his comrades should 
• sh**ot each his man. leaving the third, who wa* 
swifter than an Indian on foot, to give chase to 
, and capture the remaining Indian. Miller was to 
i shoot tne onC dn the; right, and his comrade the 
i one on the left. 

The sharp, piercing crack of two rifles was 
heard, and the fated red men lay lifeless on the 
ground. 

Before the smoke had cleared away, the reserve, 
one McClelland, was for in the directionof the In- 
dian who was doomed to be captured. The Indian 
, observed him as lie came bounding toward him 
j with the swiftness of a roebuck, and he set off’ at 
tho top of his speed, McClelland was rapidly 
1 coming up with the retreating Indian, when 
; coming to a l*end in the river, the latter saw he 
must soon be overtaken, and leaped off’ the bunk 
t into the rivWj a distance of twenty feet, where lie 
sank up to his inlddls in the mud. McClelland | 
made a leap on to him, and sunk down in like 
j manner, when the Indian drew fils knife and Mc- 
! Clelland his tomahawk. A parley ensued and the 
I Indian threw down his knife. In the meantime 
! Henry and his companion came up, the two were 
rescued from the mud, and the prisoner bound se- 
j curely. He appeared sullen, and refused to answer j 
anv Question asked him. He was then washed, to | 
! ritf him of his Coat of mud, when it was discovered 
: that they liad taken a white man instead of un 
Indian. 

The party returned to their horses, and began 
at once to retrace their stops toward the camp at 
Greenville. On the journey the prisoner contin- 
ued moody and silent, until Henry recollecting 
that he had a brother with the Indians, and think- 
ing this might possibly be him, he approached and i 
called him by hi# Indian name, w hen he answered 
with seeming surprise, when tlie two brothers im- 
mediately recognized each other: for the prisoner j 
wits none other than Christopher Miller. He had 
been in the middle when the fatal messengers of 
death had overtaken his associates, and by this 
trifling circumstance was saved to answer the wise , 
ends of an Allwise Providence. He returned to j 
Greenville With his captors, determined to remain, j 
and afterwards rendered the white settlers the I 
most important aid in their future contest wrh 
the wily savage. Most of Ills descendants still 
live in our midst, and enjoy the fruit# of his well 
spent and eventful life, and to enjoy the reputa- 
tion of his name.

The minds of men are as differently con- 
structed as their bodies, and I am happy to 
state that within my knowledge no disturbances 
of mutual confidence has been engendered by 
any sentiment expressed by members of the 
Board during its deliberations. 

The true policy in legislation is for each man, 
to whom it is entrusted, to think and vote for 
himself, regardless of persuasions or attempts 
at dictation from others. This has been my 
plan of action during the five years that 1 
have had the privilege of being a member of the 
Council. For this independence censure has 
been my reward, both by political enemies and 
pretended friends, all of which has been to me 
as the whistling of the wind. Nevertheless, 
my legislative career has been unattended with 
strife, though my acts have be in accorlunce 
with my own judgment. My life has b:en one 
of self-government, and 1 lake this occasion 
to inform all whom it may concern, that un- 
der similar circumstances the future of my 
course is in the record of the past. 1 have 
not one word of regret to utter for any opinion 
advanced or vote given. 

Gentlemen of the Common Council, in va- 
cating the Chair, 1 cannot do less than present 
you my thanks for the respect that you have 
been pleased to manifest towards me during 
my occupancy of it. Hoping that the future 
of your lives may be more prosperous than the 
past, 1 declare this Council adjourned sine 
die.

If-^A gentleman of the county of Madison, 
who authenticates his statement with his name, 
sends us the following note of correction with 
respect to the letter of Mr. Clay’s which Wc 
published last Monday: 

Richmond, Ky., April 2, lftiiO. 

Messrs. Editors: Upon glancing at the Journal 
just this moment, 1 find that C. SI. Clay has j 
charged, in a letter there published, the Committee ■ 
for the removal of the itereans with a design to 
assassinate him. Permit me to say through your 
columns that Mr. Clay has been most cruelly 
hoaxed. So far from any such design, his name 
has never been mentioned in a meeting of that 
Committee, except incidentally. No notion has 
been taken upon him that 1 know of, and many of 
the members of that body are personally his 
friends— the writer among the number — and all, I 
hojte, utterly incapable of sucli a design as lie im- 
putes. One ok the Committee. 

It affords us sineero gratification to know 
that the opinion we have all along entertained 
of this last affair at Berea is entirely correct. 
It turns out exactly as we conjectured. “ Mr. 
Clay,” in the language of this gentleman of 
the Committee, “has been cruelly hoaxed.” 
A question arises here the full solution of 
which it seems to us will go far to cut up the 
root of this whole difficulty, so far at least as 
Mr. Clay is concerned. Who “hoaxed” Mr. 
Clay ? Believing that good may come of it, 
we propose to answer this question in a few 
brief but free remarks. With the statements 
and counter-statements in relation to the nf- 
fair now before the public, we think it is not 
difficult to answer the question satisfactorily. 

Mr. Clay, in his Ap|>cnl to thq citizens of 
'Madison county, whielp we published in our 
Wednesday's impression, frankly states the 
sources of his information concerning the re- 
cent affair at Berea as follows: 



lK 5 "Our readers will remember, fltftt, *t the 
centennial celebration of the battle of Fort 
Duqucsnc, President Buchanan contributed a 
letter, instead of his personal attendance, to 
the ceremonies. In this letter he assumed “the 
privilege of advancing years” to advert to a 
growing and dangerous evil, unknown to our 
fathers, or until within a recent period-, which 
was “the employment of moboy to earn- elec- 
tions;” and he said: “-Should this priv-ticO in- 
crease until the voters abd (heir 'representatives 
in the State and N'Atlofinl Legislatures shall 
become infected, the fountain of free govern- 
ment will then be poisoned at its source, and 
we must end, as history proves, in a military i 
despotism.” This letter was dated Novemlier 
22, lrto8, and although its sentiments in the 
abstract are highly rommendidde, still subse- 
quent developments hare shown Unit it was a 
hypocritical assumption of virtuous indignation, 
while the writer himself had lieen recently , 
guiltv of practising the very dangerous evil to j 
witch he alluded. Now for the proofs. On 
Septcmlier 13th, 1W8, just ten weeks before 
Mr. Buchanan wrote the Duqueane letter. Col. 
William C. Patterson of Philadelphia had 
written to him suggesting the imjmrtance of 
awarding the contracts of the sloops-of-war, 
then building at the navy-vard there, to Mer- 
rick & Sons. What made this suggestion from 
a Democratic politician to a Democratic Presi- 
dent im/mrtantt Was the government to save 
money or have the work executed better?

returned after having once left, and there met 
with a man named ifaley and one named liland 
understood to be the most active of the svmpa 
thizers and who had m .do repeated threats of 
assassination, etc. A conversation ensued wliicl 
resulted in the parties shaking hand- and parting 
with protestations of peace and good will on bot‘ 
sides. When immediately- Haley and Bland com 
ueneed raising a party for the attack, armed with 
/[ms. (the Committee having, with a few exce]! 
tions, only side arms), anil attempted to cut oft 
their return an hour or two afterwards by draw ing 
up across their road, declaring their intention to 
roreuc llanson, whom they supposed t he Com 
mittec had arrested, and firing upon them, wound 
ing one man. The fire being returned bv the 
Committee, t lie Bereans retreated over a bill, in 
the direction of a log house. The Committee re 
mained upon t lie ground, and after consultation, 
licing short of ammunition, departed for their 
homes. 

To justify this treacherous and dastardly at 
tack, it is now alleged that the attack was made 
on account of the mistreatment by some of tl 
Committee of Mr. Geo. West, indecent language 
used in the presence of his daughters, and the 
rude and unauthorized searching of t lie houses of 
Bereans. Mr. West is in poor health, and is of 
opinion that lie has hut a short time to live, and 
has sent us two messages requesting us to den 
the statement, not wishing the sanction of hi 
name to be appended to so base a fabrication, but 
states on the contrary, that those of the commit 
tee who came here behaved like gentlemen. The 
committeemen, who are men of undoubted vera 
city-, deny that they searched or even entered any 
house without the ow ner’s consent, with one ex 
ception, and that was the house from which Han 
son is believed to have tied, disguised in woman 
clothing, and from which house a shot had been 
fired at them: and there they offered no insult or 
aggravation of any kind. 

Now this statement emanates from gentle 
men of tjie highest respectability, of unques 
tionable veracity, nnd of the very best means of 
knowing the certainty of wlmt they state, 
is impossible not to believe their statement 
Mr. Clay himself will not dispute it. What 
then, becomes of the statement of Bland and 
Haley and of other statements like it? What 
the true character of Mr. Clay’s information: 
Beyond all question it is deliberately and 
wickedly false; and his informers are consciou 
deceivers. Mr. Clay in this whole matter ha 
clearly been the dupe of the Republicans of Berea 
and especially of these men Bland and Haley 
who, if the Committee’s statement is to becrcdi 
ted, must have known the falsity of everything 
they communicated to Mr. C. in their letter 
the 30th ult. They unquestionably did know it 
They are therefore guilty of wilful deception 
Nor is the motive of this vile and mischievous 
ruse in the least obscure. 

A word will suffice to display it. Mr. Clay 
in the letter of lost Monday to which our Rich- 
mond correspondent refers, says: 

That committee well know, whilst I shall noi 
defend the Radicals in their mad purposes, that 
will not be driven into acquiescence in thei 
u-urped power, nor from the defence of all Repub 
licans who are attacked in their persons or proper- 
ty because only of their Republicanism. 

Doubtless the Committee are aware of thi- 
determination, as Mr. Clay has repeatedly an- 
nounced it, but we venture to say that the onlj 
quarter in which it has made any particulai 
impression is the village of Berea. There it 
has evidently sunk deep. In view of this de- 
termination of Mr. Clay’s, which in itself w 
do not condemn, no one we think can deem it 
strange that Bland and Haley, after leading 
an unprovoked assault on a portion of tin 
Committee, and finding the doom of forcibh 
expulsion hanging over their heads, should pnt 
those same heads together and frame a letter to 
Mr. C. falsely representing that they and the 
other Republicans of Berea had been attacked 
in their persons and property “ because only oj 
their Republicanism The case to u» is plain. 
These men knew, that, if they could persuade 
Mr. Clay that the Committee had attacked 
them nnd were about to cxi*el them from the 
community “ because only of their Rejmbtican- 
ism," they would at once establish a claim to 
his countenance and active support which he 
could not in honor resist, and which, indeed, 
they were convinced he had no disposition to 
refuse. The temptation to deception was 
strong, though base; and we do not sec how 
any candid person can examine the published 
statements of both sides without coming to the 
conclusion that it was strong enough to con- 
quer, and did conquer. We do not see how 
Mr. Clay himself can review the whole affair 
without reaching this conclusion. We arc per- 
suaded that he has reached it. 

If we are correct in the view we have here 
. presented, and we confidently believe we are, 
nothing of course remains for Mr. Clay, as a 
loyal citizen and as a man of sense, but to cut 
loose from these knaves and assassins, as he has 
done from the Radical Abolitionists with whom 
they sympathize, and whom they have sought to 
protect by force. Bland and Haley and their 
accomplices deserve at his hands only abandon- 
ment and contempt. Having detected them in 
a design to betray his honor and his life, he 
cannot stand by them longer without volunta- 
rily lending himself to the execution of their 
design. He owes it to his own diameter to 
cast them oft' promptly and utterly; and we 
hope that no false, distorted, distempered no- 
tions of pride or of duty will prevent him from 
doing it. And, furthermore, he is under obli- 
gations equally sacred to be more cautious and 
less easily deceived hereafter. It is manifest 
that so long as Mr. Clay bends a credulous ear 
to every lying tale that the Republicans of 
Berea may carry or dispatch to him and suffers 
an interested and perchance a |K*rjured tongue 
to outweigh the clear ojieu voice of his fel- 
low-citizens there can be no peace for him 
or for the community. He must distribute 
his trust and his distrust more wisely and more 
justly if he would discharge his full duty to 
himself and to his political friends in Ken- 
tucky. 



From this we glean that Merrick & Sons, 
when in full work employing 4.">0 hands, were 
old Whigs in favor of Florence's reelect ion; that 
their influence was valuable, nnd it was to the 
interest of the Democratic party to increase it; 
that the District was doubtful, but if their 
workshops were full-handed two weeks prior 
to the election, the result u-ould be placed beyond 
doubt.' Can any language be plainer than this? 
If Col. l’atterson had written to the President 
thus; “Dear Buck: Give Merrick & Rons the 
contract at $4,000 higher than a rival firm 
offers to take it, and they will spend that sum 
in securing the rcclection of your devoted 
friend, Tom Florence; and if you don’t, I think 
Ryan will beat him," he could not have been 
more explicit. Well, this was |x)isomng the 
fountain of free government at its source. 
And what did Mr. Buchanan do or say? Did 
he rebuke Col. Patterson for this attempt to 
precipitate “a military despotism” upon the 
country, or did he “assume the privilege of 
advancing years” to mildly expostulate with 
his friend, the Colonel — who, by the way, is a 
brother to that Gen. William Patterson who 
went to Mexico, and was lame nearly all the 
time, so that he could attend to nothing hut 
his contracts with the Commissary nnd Quar 
termaster’a Department, and thus gained few- 
laurels, hut much lucre. If Mr. Buchanan 
had written the Duqucsnc letter, or its sub- 
stance, then, to Col. Roliert Patterson, what a 
glorious nnd commendable action it would have 
t>cen. But the interests of the Democratic /air- 
ly predominated over his desire to protect the 
fountain of free government from being poi- 
soned at its source; nnd so Gubetta Buchanan 
takes the jioison handed to him by’Borgia 
Patterson, and passes it over to the Navy De- 
partment, with the following endorsement upon 
its label: 

“Septkmber 15, 1858. 

“The enclosed letter from Col. Patterson, of 
Philadelphia, is submitted to the attention of the 



Secretary of the Navy. J. B. 

The letter received the attention of Secretary 
Toucey, nnd Merrick & Sons received the con- 
tract. The President therefore knew that ou 
the second Tuesday of October, when the 
Pennsylvania State election came off, money — 
the people's money — had been employed to 
secure the return of Col. Florence — another 
approach to “a military despotism;” that Flo 
rence's plurality was leas than the number of 
workmen employed by Merrick & Sons when 
full-handed, and lie was a party to this fraud 
whereby the Treasury was robbed and the will 
of the people frustrated. Vet “a little month 
after having accomplished, this act he wrote the 
Duquesnc letter, and we ask the country, if the 
President does not stand convicted, in this one 
instance at least, of “the employment of money 
to carry elections.” We know- it is said that 
the President's endorsement of the Patterson 
letter over to the Secretary of the Nnvy was 
merely a formality; but supjiose its contents 
had been varied, and the Borgia had tried to 
poison the Democratic fouutain, and asked the 
contract for Merrick & Sons to secure the 
election of Ryan, the People's candidate, 
would not the letter have lieen made public and 
the writer subjected to the severest excoriation? 
Who doubts it? It is as clear as the sun at its 
zenith on the brightest of days. And yet 
when Congress attempts to investigate these 
things, Mr. Buchanan protests and denies the 
right of the Representatives of the people to 
inquire into and ascertain the amount of money 
used to control that Pennsylvania election, in 
what districts it was used, hv whom, and by 
what authority it was done, and from what 
(ouree the money was derived. And now 
when Mr. Buchanan dishevels his grey hairs 
and protests his immaculateness; denies the 
powers of Congress anil assumes the regal 
perogativc of [icrfeot independence from inquiry; 
“The lady doth protest too much, methinks.’’ 



Cassius M Clay, in a letter to the Louisville 
Journal, disavows all connection with the “Radi- 
cal Abolitionists” of Berea, whose return under 
he lead of Hanson gave rise to the late disturb- 
.nce in Madison county. This is as it should lie; 
•ut Mr. Clay, in the course of his own vindica- 
ion, makes an allusion to the action of Governor 
Magoffin which docs the latter great injustice, lie 
-avs: 

“The Governor may make his *lemonstrations — 
he “Minnie rifles” and “cannon” inav come on to 
•xtinguish the just indignation of outraged free- 
uen in vain. Standing upon the laws, the Con- 
■titution, and our own pat riot ic pur|>oscs, we shall 
uot lie intimidated by this new accession of power 
in the suppression of our rights.” 

If we understand t his paragraph the Governor 
is charged with an intention of ordering out the 
militia to support a mob ill the event the citizens 
*f Madison were acting against the Bereans with- 
*ut authority of law. Mr. Clay is greatly niis- 
aken. Governor Magoffin was only solicitous to 
maintain law and order in the State, and lie hail 
no intention of calling out the militia, except to 
ustain the civil authorities. For his promptness 
he is entitled to great credit; and for one we 
re well pleased with the knowledge that wc have 
a man at the head of affairs in this State who has 
he nerve to bring the strong arm of the militarv 
lown upon molts and violators of the law 
whenever the civil authorities make a lawful 
Icniand for Executive interference. \Ye think 
we can safely count upon Governor Magoffin for 
this . — Frasdcfart Yeoman. 

We publish this statement from the Yeoman 
with great pleasure. Our personal resjicct for 
his Excellency, to say nothing of our respect 
for the Commonwealth of which he is the offi- 
cial head, and for that justice guaranteed by 
law of whifh he is the constituted minister, 
would render any countenance of moliocracy 
on his ]xirt a source of nothing hut pain to us. 
We, therefore, give plucc to the Yeoman's 
tatement with es]iecial satisfaction. 

If a community, under the pressure of a 
keen sense of self-preservation, performs an 
unlawful act, that is one thing, and a suffi- 
iently had one, necessary though it may be; 
but if the supreme Executive should emplov 
the military to enforce such act, and of course 
to violate the law instead of executing it, that 
would be quite another thing, and an infinitely 
worse one. It would disgrace alike the office 
and the officer. It would dishonor the Com- 
monwealth. We pray that Kentucky may 
never w itness this thing; and never witness the 
other thing again.

Indiana Free Bankers’ Convention. — The 
representatives of the Free Banks of Indiana held 
a convention in Indianapolis on Wednesday for the 
avowed purjioseof devising some common measure 
to give increased currency to their circulating 
notes, and to prevent their frequent return home 
for redemption, which for some time past has been 
not only inconvenient but unprofitable. Tbe plan 
to secure these ends was to make the notes of all 
the Free Banks bankable in Cincinnati. This pro- 
position, as well as all other attempts at combin- 
ation, failed. The Free Banks of Indiana have 
each and all independent and diverse interests. 
The banks located in the southeastern portion of 
the State consider it sound policy to make theii 
issues par in Cincinnati, while those in other por- 
tions of the State cannot appreciate the advantage 
to them. With this difference in interest, the 
convention found it impossible to combine the 
banks in any common arrangement for redemption 
or any other object except one. That was to make 
a common war upon the Bank of the State in re- 
turn for the hostility which that institution has 
manifested towards the Free Bank* in the unceas- 
ing and uncompromising return of their notes for 
redemption.

It 
was with a view of counteracting this difficulty 
that a proposition was prcflor.tcu •*’. "kich equal 
aid, in lands and money, was to be extended to 
two roads, leaving the North to make Its own sc 
lectioti, and adopting that in the South which has 
already made considerable progress under grants • 
from the State of Texafl* i he narn<? of the most 
distinguished railroad men in the country were 
associated with this project, thus giving it a t 
character and substantial merit which no otherl 
scheme ever Ik* fore possessed. It addressed the : 
intelligence of all interests as a practical mode of 
attaining the oliject. The lawyers and doc- I 
tors and demagogues lit Congress suppose j 
themselves better informed, , anil consequent- 1

flint having been with colonel Gray u|x»n the 
original survey of the Atlantic and Pacific Rail- 
road. and knowing, a.s I do, its vast resources in 
lands and minerals, and its ultimate great im- 
portance to the South, I am much astonished to 
see the indifference evinced hv the property-hold- 
ers and business men of New Orleans to this 
moiiieiitou> enterprise — the greatest ever under- 
taken in the United States, Ixith in i:s national 
and individu.il results. For at least eijrht hun- 
dred mile? of this route, no |x>rtion of the glolie, 
the same length, affords an easier grade, or a 
more fertile soil. It being well known that 
Eastern Texas affords ample inducements for the 
execution of the work, 1 shall only speak of the 
more unknown western portion of the route. 

Richer lands and more lovely sites for villages 
and cities were never seen tfian maybe found 
along the gently waving lawns and wide-spread 
slopes of the Colorado, even to its very head, 
where the great blue spring boils up from its un- 
known depths, and where tin* lost or lone moun- 
tain rears its lofty peak from a fertile and level 
plain. This river is not like the Hudson, I found 
by rockv and barren shores, but runs like the 
Lower Mississippi, through rich and level lands 
that mav be cultivated up to the very water’s 
edge. Nor is the continuous valley narrowed by 
sterile hills, like the little and fenced-in valley of 
South Alabama, that gives wealth and character 
to that State, but it spreads out and on, and on, 
lievond the limits of vision. A few miles beyond 
this big spring and the lost mountain, that stands 
like an immense stack in the midst of a rich mea- 
dow’, an ascent of some two hundred feet gains the 
summit heights of a table hind that extends on 
to the sand hills, being the beginning of wliat is 
called Llano Estacado, or Staked Plains — the puns 
asinorum of the uninformed and skeptical onposers 
of the road. This immense desert, so falsely call- 
ed, is hut forty miles across; nor is it all a barren 
waste, for we found patches of grass and good 
grazing in places. Set it down, however, as some 
will falsely have it. as a total loss, and it takes but 
forty miles from eight hundred of rich lauds with- 
in tiie limits of Texas alone. These sand hills are 
one of the wonders of the world and well worth a 
visit from the States to witness their marvelous 
beauty. They are seen in the distance like the 
glittering domes of some great city, towering high 
and resting softly upon the bosom of the clear 
blue sky that seems to sit iu silettceaud in solitude 
beyond. By ail optical illusion from the refracted 
rays of light, these hills of sand, as pure and stain- 
less as pulverized glass, loom up greatly hevond 
their real height. They stretch as far as the eye 
can reach from North to South, and are but alxmt 
five miles across; and, what is remarkable, there 
are, at the dryer seasons of the year, thousands of 
little lakes or pools of pure and cool water resting 
at the base of these hillocks, showing very plainly 
that this sandy region is based ujxnian impervious 
clay, and that water may he had bv digging bnt a 
short distance through the sand. From the Pecos 
river, where the sand district ends, to El Paso, 
the grade i> not difficult — the soil good and the 
scenery sublime — the sun rising and setting on 
the green and waving ocean of grass upon the 
south, while the jagged peaks and the sky-wan- 
dering ranges of the Rocky Mountains are view- 
ed iu the distance to the north. 

At El Paso the thrift of vegetation is remarka- 
ble, the onions, for which that locality is celebra- 
ted, com jia ring in size with our turnips iu this 
country, w hile her w ines are well known through- 
out the United States to be superior to any pro- 
duced in it. Beyond El Paso the road runs 
through a country rich in the precious metals, and 
by no means defic ient in soil. Nor is Texas itself 
in want of mineral interest — the beds of plaster of 
Paris being inexhaustible, while tbe encrusted 
salt upon the lakes near El Paso, from which 
Mexico is furnished with her salt, may become 
valuable. A dark and beautifully variegated 
marble, in smooth slabs from two to four inches 
thick, is found near the line of the rood, and 
sulphur is said to be abundant in the same vicin- 
ity. 

But we w iil return to the Great Southern dejxit, 
and see whether the road, if only carried through 
to El Paso, would not make a Southern New York 
of New Orleans. All the goods that supply El 
Paso and the Northern cities and (States of Mexi- 
co are landed in some of the ports of Texas, and 
then taken in wagons through San Aniouio and 
on to El Paso, thence to he conveyed to the vari- 
ous parts of Mexico. I not long since traveled 
from El Paso to the city of Chihuahua with a 
train of twenty-three wagons, six mules in each, 
all heavily loaded with goods: and from Chihua- 
hua 1 also went with other trains on to the city of 
Durango, making a distance from the ports of 
Texas of neir two thousand miles. From Duran- 
go to Mazatlau, on the Pacific, no w heeled vehicle 
ever did or ever can possibly pass, there being but 
a single mule track of some three hundred miles, 
through the wildest and most chaotic region on 
earth, the road being so narrow in places that the 
mules’ feet have worn deep pits in the solid rock, 
rendering it difficult for the?e faithful creatures to 
keep their balance, and when precipitated, they 
often arc, I am sure that the breath must quit the 
body before it is crushed to atoms in the dark and 
dismal depths beneath. So it will 1 e seen that 
no supplies for this vast country can Le procured 
from t lie Pacific side, while the road from Duran- 
go to El Paso runs through the most level, rich, 
and beautiful country I ever beheld, not a moun- 
tain to he crossed in the whole extent of near nine 
bundl ed miles; the mountains being detached and 
standing like stacks u|jou a level meadow , a fluid 
passes in even' direction. And, bv-the-by, this 
is the character of the whole country between 
Guy a mas, on the Gulf of California, to a gap in 
the Rocky Mountains, some eighty miles of El 
Paso, from which gap to El Paso the country is 
well know n to bo almost a level. These facts I 
mention because a branch road to Guvamas has 
been suggested. The whole country from El Paso 
to Durango abounds in rich silver and copper 
mines, many of which, notwithstanding the dis- 
tracted condition of the country, are now in ope- 
ration ; and Humboldt records* the fact in 1802, 
that the exportation of silver from the cities of 
Chihuahua and Durango was greater during shose 
quiet days than was sent from any other part of 
the known world. And now 1 'simply ask the 
question, whether, if New Orleans had her road

General Banking I -aw in Pennsylvania — 
The Pennsylvania legislature has paasetl a gen- 
eral banking law, which has been MLinwl by the 
Governor. The Press, speaking of its provisions, 
says: 

Under the new law the power to establish banks 
will exist wherever the requisite capital can be 
obtained, and a sufficient amount of business is 
transacted to render them profitable; but, while 
this wide extension of banking privileges is made, 
every possible precaution is taken to guard note 
holders against loss; and indeed they are more 
completely and effectually scoured than under the 
old law. ’ Notwithstanding the many stringent 
jtro visions applicable to our present banks, failures

mve occasionally occurred by which the note 
holders have been subjected to great losses, and 
this seems impossible under the new* system. 

Under a free-banking system we do not doubt 
that the number of banks* will be greatly increased 
in our State. Indeed every prominent village will 
probably establish such an institution, and locali- 
ties which have long vainly importuned the Le- 
gislature will now’ gratify their deferred hopes. 
Many of the existing banks will also find rival in- 
stitutions springing up by their side, for the favor- 
itism which some of them are accused of manifest- 
ing towards applicants for discounts, will, neces- 
sarily, lead to new banks. It is probable that, in 
some cases, banks will be established where 
they cannot be well sustained; but t he experiment 
need not, necessarily, be injurious to the public, 
for note-holders will be amply secured, and stock- 
holders must take their risks in this as in all other 
kinds of business. 



Disturbance in a “Religious” Meeting. — 
On Friday evening Elder Knapp delivered a lec- 
ture in Tremont Temple, Boston, on “Universal- 
ism.” The Traveller says: 

In his discourse he used some intemperate lan- 
guage, which excited the indignation of those of 
his audience w ho did not agree with him. At the 
close of his address, he called upon all who were 
convinced by his remarks to manifest it by rising, 
and about one-half of the audience rose up. Among 
those keeping their seats were manv Evangelical 
Christians who did not approve of his course. He 
then asked a gentleman to pray, prefacing the 
request with observations that still more excited 
th<» feelings of his hearers. During the prayer 
there were some manifestations of disapprobation, 
and at the close outbursts of indignation from all 
parts of the house. His friends responded in de- 
fense of his course, and, as both parties were ex- 
cited, there was fear of a more serious distur- 
bance, but the superintendent shut off the gas. 
leaving all alike in the dark, and t lie mingled 
maledictions ceased, as friend and foe together 
groped their way to the doors. 



Brattle Square During the Skiok of Bos- 
ton. — T he New England Historical Genealogical 
Register publishes the recollections of Mrs. Mary 
Turell concerning occurrences in Boston from 
1708 to 1780. The paper was written in 1821, 
when Mrs. Turell was Si years old, and was fur- 
nished one of the editors of the Register in 1851, 
by the late Rev. Frederick T. Gray of this city, 
who was a grandson of the ladv. She lived in 
Brattle smiare during the occupation of Boston by 
the British troops. She says: 

“A few days Wore the town was evacuated by 
the British. I was in a house upon Waltham 
Plains, and from the w indow s of that house have 
seen the halls that were fired from Breed’* heights, 
living over to Boston. The troops, as I have l>e- 
fore slid, were encampted in Brattle square, and I 
knew that all those halls were aimed at that place, 
(ireat numbers of them fell in and near the square. 
One of them passed through the roof of a house

Valuable Earthen Ware. — V Paris cor- 
respondent writes: 

The Museum of the Louvre has received a val- 
uable present. It consists of five pieces of earth- 
enware known among amateurs as “Pieces of 
Henry II.’s service,” and which are attributed to 
Ascanio, the favorite pupil of Benvenuto Cellini. 
To give you some idea of the value of these 
fragile witnesses of thestatefnf art at the zenith of 
the Renaissance (for they are beyond all question 
older than all French earthenware known,) I will 
tell you that notwithstanding patient hunting of 
amateurs and old curiosity dealers, only thirty of | 
these rare pieces have vet been discovered. The 
Museum of the Louvre has had in its possession j 
hitherto only two of them. The Cluny Museum 
here, which has so main' Renaissance objects of j 
art, and especially in t lie way of earthenware, 
possesses only one cup of this precious service. 
The ceramaic [museum of the Serves manufacto- 
ry lias but one whole piece and one fragment. | 
The earthenware of Henry II. were unknow n five- 
aml-twenty-yeare ago, and thev have constantly 
risen in price ever since their discovery. At the 
Rattier sale, which took place here in 1859, one 
cup and three small salt cellars, (one of which 
was cracked) fetched 38,220f. at auction, and Kar- 
on de Rothschild gave 20,000f. for a small ewer. 
The five pieces given to the Louvre are estimated 
at $10,000.

with such light ornaments ns w ill render them 
light and cheerful. More than this would be in- I 
appropriate. Color should be so arranged as not 
to add to their obscurity, as in the present in j 
stance. In all places where stucco ornaments are 
exposed to constant nmtilatiou it is deemed use- 
less to waste money in painting in other than the 
simplest modes, as work of art would soon be 
rendered won bless and unsightly in situations 1 
whero every little breakage or abrasion would 
expose the plaster underneath. 

And the Commissioners notice with some sur- 
prise that no provision has been made for the pro- 
tection of the numerous plaster angles which occur j 
throughout the halls and lobbies of loth w ings of i 
the Capitol extension. This oversight is the more ! 
extraordinary when they find expensive painting 
and gilding, as in some of the lower halls and in ( 
the ante-room of the Senate, where mutilations | 
have already taken place. Ornamentation in j 
atuceo is not properly employed where perma- ! 
nence is desirable. Its meretricious character i 
renders it better suited to temporary purposes, j 
where the employment of wood or bronze would . 
be too expensive. Throughout the building there I 
is a redundancy of ornamentation, « heap and ■ 
showy in some instances, and employed where or- I 
nament is not required, like tin* breaking up of 
large spaces into small ones, thus destroying the 
very repose which the eye instinctively seeks. 

There are other instances equally incongruous, 
where expensive bronze ornaments are fastened 
upon wooden doorways and j itnbs, much to their 
detriment. If it were desirable to bnrich the 
doorways leading to the galleries of the Senate 
and House, it should be done by carving the or- 
naments in the same material of which the doors 
were made, thus forming a pirt of them, instead 
of their being detatched and fastened on after- 
wards. This would have secured harmony. The 
bronze employed in the present instance, when 
seen at the distance of a few yards, upon a light 
ground, has the effect of so many unintelligible 
dark spots, incapable of light and shade in them- 
selves, and consequently disturbing the general 
unity of the halls. 

Carving in wood is a legitimate mode of orna- 
mentation, and is capable of being rendered rich 
and effective. Bronze and marble are no less so 
when properly applied; but castings from natural 
objects can never subserve this purpose, because 
they must always be brought in con fact with 
modelled or mechanically wrought surfaces, with 
which, however beautiful in themselves, thev have 
no affinity or relation. This is a principle in 
Btate long since established, and a departure from 
it is an acknowledgment of an inability to fulfil, 



The Late Large Failure in the Shoe 
Trade. — W e understand that the firm of J. L. 
Thompson & Co., of Philadelphia, whose failure 
was announced last week, have liabilities to the 
amount of $350,000 or $400,000, principally to 
shoe manufacturers of Massachusetts, of which 
about $100,000 is held by houses in Pearl street. 
The house is one of the oldest of the kind in Phil- 
adelphia, having with their predecessors carried 
on business for a period of forty years. It is gen- 
erally supposed that the failure will not be a very 
bad one, though no statement of the condition of 
! affairs has yet been made. The failure is sup- 
posed to have in part resulted from losses incurred 
during and since that fatal year. 1857. Altogeth- 
er, it is one of the most serious losses experienced 
by the shoe interest of Massachusetts for several 
years . — Boston Traveler. 



Fugitive Stairs in Canada. — Mr. J. Armstrong, 
of Kent county, Md., has received a letter from one 
of his slaves, who ran away to Canada two years 
ago. He l»eg<5 hi* master to forgive him, and en- 
treats him to send him sufficient money to return 
to him, promising hereafter to serve him faithfully 
as a slave. He says he is without clothing, has 
been fearfully cheated by the Canadians, who 
.show no mercy to the colored population, and has 
!>een compelled to hire himself out at $5 a month, 
lie adds that nine colored persons left St. Thomas, 
Canada, in one week last spring — four for Ken- 
tucky and live for Harrison county, Va. They 
had letters written to their masters for money 
and it was sent, and they joyfully started for 
home.

A contract has been concluded between the 
French government and certain houses in London 
for the manufacture of a submarine telegraphic 
cable, which is about to be laid down between 
Marseilles and Oran (Algeria) about May next.

Shooting at a Man by a Woman — Exciting 
Scene in a Market House . — On Saturday morning, 
about JO o’clock, an exciting occurrence took 
place m the South Second Street Market, between 
Lombard and South.
